Dear  Angelenos, 

As  your  Los  Angeles  City  Controller,  my  duty  is  to  look  at  the  facts  when  it 
comes  to  important  issues  facing  our  city  and  to  keep  the  public  informed  about 
how  things  really  are.  That's  why  I'm  writing  — to  urge  Angelenos  to  vote  no  on 
Measure  S.  It  is  a misguided,  disingenuous,  and  disastrous  moratorium  on  new 
and  affordable  housing  that  LA  desperately  needs.
